The 196? Budget was presented in October and accepted. 

The suitability of using seasonal topics in planning programmes of 
the Council of Women was illustrated in October. Mr<E. Plosz, City ClerK 
and R/0 outlined the election requirements and civic issues for decision. 
Members were made aware of the financing of a $50,000.00 waterworks pro¬ 
gramme and the financing of the City Auditorium. 

Interest in Regina Youth was indicated in the support of the YWCA, 
as reported by Mrs. J. Arnot. Turning of the sod for the new building was 
in 1966. Young women wishing to continue training for new careers in Regina 
were contacted through 4H clubs and schools. Mrs. Hargraves reported the 
necessity of having all funds on hand to start the new building. Of the 
$507,000.00 necessary, the women need to raise $ 150 , 000 ,^ 0 . This could be 
a centennial project for any organization. 

Mrs. J. Wilkie, Life member of the Regina Council, was guest speaker 
qt the October meeting, giving a most interesting address. Her topic being 
lord and Lady Aberdeen of Ottawa, who served Canada from 1893 to 1895» 
living five stormy years in Rideau Hall. Lady Aberdeen was the first pres¬ 
ident of the Council of Women, and was instrumental in establishing the 
V.O.N. in Canada. The V.O.N. was a memorial to Queen Victoria. Mrs. Wilki 
grew up in the neighborhood of Lady Aberdeen's Scottish home.

Many of the activities for the year 1970-71 have already been 
reported in the year 1969-70. 

Mrs. (Major) Miller, Salvation Army and Chairman of the Social 
Welfare Committee, along with Mrs. Ruddy of Moose Jaw, conducted an 
investigation into the present practice of sniffing glue and solvents, 
their chief concern being the children from 8 to 18 years, who indulge 
in this harmful activity. 

Reporting on this matter, Mrs. Miller presented a brief and 
recommendations for a resolution as follows; 

’’Because of the apparent increase of solvent sniffing among our young 
people, who are not in a position to be proper judges of their actions, 
and because this habit is detrimental to the health of the sniffers 
the Social Welfare Committee of the Regina Council of Women, make the 
following recommendations. 

1. Parents and children be educated regarding the potenttonal risks 
associated with inhaling. 

2. Retailers to make all glues, solvent and inhalation materials such 
as Nail polish removers less readily available by removing them fro'" 
open shelves in all stores, and to question young people who habituaJi 
purchase glue, gasoline, paint thinner or lighter fluid. 

3. Manufacturers be required to substitute less toxic organic solvents 
following adequate research in their areas, and odor retardents or 
substances such as mustard be added to the solvents in order to 
produce unpleasant but harmless side effects. 

These recommendations have been reviewed and approved by 15 of the 
affiliated organizations of the Regina Council of Women, and by 4 other 
women’s organizations in the Province of Saskatchewan. 

This matter was brought to the attention of the Premier and his 
Cabinet Ministers by the Provincial Council of 7/omen. 



Glue sniffing - Mrs. Major Miller, Social Welfare, Recommendation 
prepared and sent to all Federates.

Report of Saskatchewan House - Mrs. Ruth Hunt. Saskatchewan House is 
a living museum and should be preserved as it is of outstanding historical 
interest and provides invaluable facilities for our citizens and tourists. 

It is the oldest residence of Lieutenant Governors in the three prairie pro¬ 
vinces, and is of unique regional design. It is the only masonry budding in 
Reginawhich dates from the territorial period and is listed as a building 
of significance by the Government of Canada. 



1 972 - 1973

Delegates were met and welcomed, attending a buffet supper at the home 
of Mrs. R.B.Ramsay, with the assistance of the Council members. The lovely 
setting of Mrs. Ramsay's home and garden provided a pleasant respite for the 
weary travellers. Many social events were held, plus a scon-'c tour of the 
and important buildings. Mrs. John Hnatyshyn presided at the Conven¬ 
tion. Newly elected Pr ovine"* xl President, Mrs. A. L. Harr iso* brought greetings. 

A fund raising tea was held April 23th at the Y.W.C.A. 7*30 p.m.

Assisting the Council of Women responsible for Status of Women

Provincial Council of Women held a meeting April 2Qth and 26th 
in Swift Current. Speaker was Judge Tilley Taylor on Human Rights, and 
Mrs. Hnatyshyn reported on the National Council Covention in Peru last 
fall. 


A discussion was held on the Task Force on Life Education, and 
a letter was directed to the Hon, McMurchy expressing our concern and 
regret that only one woman is on the Task Force Board, in an area in 
which they are knowledgeable and competent, and also noted there is no 
teacher representing kindergarten through elementary grades. 

In May Mrs. L. Tate, Co-Ordinatoring Committee of the Status of 
Women requested the Council to assist with the hostessing of their con¬ 
ference June Bt.h to 10th. The Council was pleased to comply. 


Tribute was paid to Mrs. R.H. (Ethel) Millikin, President of the 
Regina Council of Women 1949 to 1951} National Vice President for five 
years; National Finance President for 3 years, Council r s nominee and served 
on Public School Board ten years and Chairman of the Board 1944-1945* Sask¬ 
atchewan Trustee Association for three years; Past President of Canadian 
Club, Alexandra Club and United Nations. A main interst of hers is the 
Girl Guides. Regina Council of Women encourage women to run for public 
office and serve their community to their fullest abilities. The Board 
of Education recognized this valuable contribution to our Community and 
has dedicated a school in South Regina in her honour. 

A report on the National Council of Womens annual meeting held 
in Toronto June 11th to 15th was received. Their 80th Anniversary Con¬ 
vention was held in New College, 45 Willocks St. Theme ’Enviroment 
Tomorrow’. Delegates visited Ontario Place.

The Senior Citizen brief was presented to Council for approval 
by Mrs. Mary Entwwistle and this was sanctioned for presentation to the 
Sernior Citizens Commission on November 5th. Twenty enquiries were 
conducted throughout Saskatchewan. Mrs. Entwistle was commended on her 
splendid effort in the preparation of this Brief.
